They are nernitted to attend staff reetings and to offer advice on »xolicy 
for-ulation. Where their recomendations are in accord with the eeneral 
molicy lines of the Chinese Communist Party, they are accented; otherwise, 
their advice is heard -olitel:, and not followed. Such nersons are not 
given any nart in the execution of volicies unless they have some varticular 
technical skill which the CCP cannot find arong its own members. These of~ 
ficilalga nre becoming discontented over their lack of outhority. 


Within the wast month, Marshal LI Chieshen sent an emissary to visit his eon, 
who is dean of the College of Agriculture at Lingnai. Universality. Dean LI was 
tela by his father thet China ta in the eriv of voverful forces which cannot 
be resisted at the vresent time: thus, he should go with the tide and wait for 
the future. Prior to the receaint of this message, Dean LI had been very active 
in volitical discussions with former associates of his father and with hia aca- 
denic colleagues. In this he ovenly sought means to male coalition gove nment 
work in such a way thot minority grouns could make a really constructive effort 
in the national interest. Since the arrivel of tis father's messengers, Dean 
LI has confined himself to his academic dmties and has refused to discuss no= 
litical matters with anyone.
